In a recent address, Mr. Winthrop W. 
Aldrich, chairman the Chase National 
Bank—who is regarded as an authority on 
finance — exgressed concern that since the 
beginning of „7984 America's easy monetary 
policies had taken the form of marking up 
the price of gold; of failing to sterilize gold 
imports (that is, the failure to set gold aside 
so that it does not become the base for an 
expanding volume of credit), and of buying 
silver.

The sooner the change comes 
the smaller will be the financial economic and 
social costs and the less the danger of the 
imposition of totalitarian controls on 
America’s credit and capital markets.

a capital of many millions of pounds, 
which is the second largest contributor of 
exports to the essential American. market, 
and yet it is left to struggle for survival, 
receiving possibly more hindrance than 
assistance from Government quarters. The 
report of the Select Committee contains 
disquieting news for Northern Ireland;

She cannot afford the risk of an invasion 
via Canada or Mexico by the Japanese— 
with or without the help of their Axis 
Even if that peril is remote, 
she certainly cannot tolerate the establish- 
ment of a huge Japanese Empire that 
would obliterate her prospects of trade. 
The Japanese proved their commercial 
ability ten years ago, when they pushed 
their products into virtually every corner 
of the earth, and did unbounded harm 
to the other nations whose life-blood is 
their trade. Severe tariffs have banished 
the “made in Japan ” mark from most 
of these usurped markets, with the result 
that she must dispose of her goods in 
China; and there is small doubt that the 
first result of a successful campaign 
against Chiang Kai-shek would be the 
closing of the Chinese market against all 
comers except the conqueror. The big 
business” men of New York and Chicago 
do not want war, but we may be sure 
that they will go to any length rather 
than permit the Japanese to exclude their 
wares from China.

There would be nothing unusual in 
the feat if the number of eggs delivered 
amounted to three or four hundred, but 
when the total number amounts to over 
seven million one feels that the Canadian 
hens—and the Federal Agricultural Depart- 
ment—are to becongratulated. The number 
of eggs sold is so large that, if the eggs 
were placed end to end, they would cover 
a.distance of about 455 miles, or almost 
twice the length of Ireland. If they were 
made into an omelette, it is possible that 
it would cover an area almost as large as 
that of the six counties of Northern 
Ireland. With so many eggs due to arrive 
“on the next boat,” one would imagine 
that England for the next few weeks would 
suffer from a surfeit of eggs. Such an 
impression would be quite false. 
eggs were distributed evenly among the 
whole population of the country, each 
person would get only about the one-sixth 
part of an egg for dinner on one day or, 
alternatively, one person in every .six 
would get a whole egg.

A Difficult Problem 


With European problems taking up so 
much space in the newspapers we are in- 
clined to forget the problems of other 
countries.

The people of Hawaii expressed their 
wish, at a recent election. for admission 
of their territory to the Union.

The difficulty arises because the U.S. 
Navy regards Hawaii as a fortress in the 
Pacific; this fortress has a very larze 
number of people of Japanese blood 
living there. The Navy feels that, while 
the islands remain a territory.“ the 
danger of un-American activities is 
minimised. 

‘Statehood for Hawaii, however. would 
undoubtedly raise some of the Japanese 
in the islands to positions of power, and 
that “might invite trouble. 

It is generally felt in America that the 
position might be adjusted by annexing 
the islands to one of the Pacific coast 
States. That would give them representa- 
tion in Congress, and would avert the 


fear of a Japanese dominated State 


Government 

Such an arrangement might please tha 
majority of the American people, but I 
cannot see the people of Hawaii liking it.

In a comprehensive survey of the inter- 
national situation, Mr. Hull declared that 
three nations— Germany, Japan, and Italy 
had made abundantly clear their determina- 
tion to repudiate and destroy the very founda- 
tions of civilised world order under law, and 
to enter upon the road of armed conquest, 
of the subjugation of other nations, and to 
tyrannical rule over their victiras.”’ 

Emphasising the importance of control of 
the high seas, Mr. Hull said that, should 
the members of the Tripartite Pact gain 
that control, “the danger to our country, 
great as it is to-day, will be- multiplied 
many-fold.

A report that Russia is propos ing to form 
a merchant fleet of two hundred vessels to 
carry produce from the Americas to Russia 
for re-export to European destinations is 
being investigated by the British Minister of 
Economic Warfare. 

A report of that kind, it was stated yester- 
day, is of considerable significance from a 
blockade point of view, because it is clear 
that Russia’s trade obligations to Germany 
and her commercial agreements with that 
country cannot. be fully implemented out of 
her resources unless Russians themselves go 
short. The fulfilment of these obligations 
depends to some degree upon Russia’s ability 
to import from overseas, particularly from 
the Americas. : 

It must. be quite obvious that imports of 
oil, cotton and corn would release equivalent 
quantities for Germany, and that suspicion 
would be much stronger if it was found that 
present imports from overseas into Russia 
exceeded peace-time figures.

ITALIAN REPLY TO 
EMPEROR -

HE revolt that has ‘smouldered in 
Abyssinia ever since the Italian 
conquest, five years ago, is bursting 
into flames. : 
Encouraged by the news that the Emperor 
Haile Selassie is only a few miles away 
across the frontier, warriors are rallying 
to his standard in all parts of the country. 
The small, independent bands, which have 
hitherto harried Italy’s isolated garrisons, are 
beginning to unite. They are being supplied 
with all kinds of modern arms and equipment. 
News reaching Khartoum suggests that the 
movement has been greatly stimulated by the 
Emperor’s recent proclamation announcing 
his determination to lead the army in person. 
Leaflets containing-the poclamation are being 
scattered everywhere by the R.A.F. 


ENVOY SOUGHT 


Resistance has so far centred in the Gojjam 
Oistrict, near Lake Tana, in North-west 
Abyssinia, where.the Italians have long been 
restricted to fortified. positions. Now the 
Gallas of the south have asked the Gojjam 
leader to send an envoy to organise resistance 
to the Italians in their district. 

Several chiefs in the sector east of Lake 
Tana—which is some 200 miles north-west 
of Addis Ababa—are also reported to be- up 
in arms against the Italians. Even the negro 
element, ruled hy descendants of former 
kings, are fighting for the Emperor.

ABOARD THE AIRCRAFT-CA7TAIER 
ILLUSTRIOUS, WITH THE BRITISEI: 
MEDITERRANEAN FLEET, 
Wedn-sday. 

T HE bomb-blasted aircraft-carrier 

Illustrious, attac almost in- 
cessantly for seven hours by German 
dive bombers, came into a iter- 
ranean port under its own power, 
after a courageous epic battle with 
enemy air squadrons. 

Forty to fifty German ‘planes, 
making the heaviest attack: upon a 
single British warship of this war, 
flung torpedoes at the sides of the 
Illustrious and a hundred 1,000 lb. 


bombs at her flight deck in a 
desperate and unsu attempt 


‘water. 

German pilots diving head-on faced the 
most terrific wall of withering gun-fire I have 
ever seen as they flung their bombs at the 
ship. The Germans splattered the decks 
with machine-gun bullets and dropped scores 
of bombs on both the port and starboard 
sides, shaking the huge vessel like a cat 
would a rat. 

The seven hours’ hell ended with darkness. 
The ship came into port with the British 
ensign flying high on ia mast, the spirit of 
her officers and crew undaunted by a 
series of the most unishing attacks 
ever handed to any warship. After thrice 
narrowly escaping death from bombs and 
splinters. I saw the Illustrious write 
a new chapter in the history of 
the war more glorious than her 
name, and unparalleled acts of British 
heroism amid a steady rain of destruction. 
For part of those seven hellish hours I saw 
German pilots, flying so low that the Swastika 
could easily be seen on their big Junker 
planes, drop bombs all around the ship. 


NEAR MISSES 

Some of that time I spent digging my nose 
into the floor of the bridge or into the deck, 
flat upon my stomach, my hands folded across 
my head, while splinters flew about the 
bridge and the rest of the carrier like hail- 
stones. Near misses by huge bombs shook 
the carrier to one side and the other as if at 
any moment the blast would hurl her over on 
her side. 

The Germans carried out the attack while 
Illustrious and other Mediterranean Fleet 
units were escorting a big East-bound British 
convoy after a cruiser had sunk an Italian 
destroyer. 1 was in the wardroom about to 
have lunch at 12.30 p.m. on January 10 when 
a marine bugler sounded the attack warning, 
and a voice over the carrier’s system said: 
Hands to action stations.” I immediately 
grabbed a life preserver and dashed to the aft 
hft, then up to the captain’s bridge. I had 
just reached the bridge when a big German 
bomb struck the. ship. There was a terrific 
shattering blast as the bomb hurtled down- 
ward. 
bomb crashed alongside and the blinding 
great flash seemed to envelope the ship. 


‘** INCREDIBLY TERRIFIC ”’ 

One officer who escaped’ death said: “It 
was the most tremendous, terrifying thing 1 
have ever seen. It seemed as if all the fires of 
hell were kindled. The blast of the 1,000 lb. 
bombs was so crushing, so incredibly terrific, 
that there are no words to describe it.’’ The 
first bomb fell almost the moment after the 
last squadron of fighter planes took off to 
contact the enemy. 

Another bomb tore holes in the carrier 
de. Still another crashed. A near miss 
struck the gun crew of a pom-pom station, 
who unflinchingly stood up in face of German 
machine-gun fire and pumped shells as fast as 
humanly possible into the diving bombers. 
Every gun on the IIlustrious roared in a 
tremendous crescendo of fire, but the Ger- 
mans kept relentlessly diving in, dropping 
bombs and torpedoes, which narrowly missed 
the carrier. 

Meanwhile battleships, cruisers and 
destroyers were attacked by both German 
and Italian bombers. uge splashes 
from near misses continued to hide the 
ships from the rain of German bombs. 
The entire crew of the aircraft carrier, with 
the exception of officers on the bridge and 
the crews firing pompoms and anti-aircraft 
guns, gathered to help their wounded com- 
panions and carried them across the flight 
deck under the direct fire of the machine- 
gunning, bombing Germans to the medical 
stations Some men pulled the few surviv- 
ing and seriously wounded mechanics out of 
wreckage to places of comparative immediate 
safety, and then dashed in to get others. 

The Germans gave the Illustrious slight 
respite. The fighter planes she was able 
to get up in the air before the first bomb 
struck engaged the enemy and temporaril 
forced them off. That was the only brea 
of the whole afternoon. Less than an hour 
later the Germans returned, dropping more 
bombs, and apparently determined to 
sink the IIlustrious at all costs. 
Again sheets of flame from all the carrier's 
guns until, with the resultant smoke hang- 
ing over the flight deck, she looked like a 
ee cc moving monster of flame. The carrier 
wobbled as bombs fell all round her. Another 
bomb crashed, causing casualties, including 
one R. A. F. officer, who came to sea, as he 
termed it, just for a week’s rest. 


BLOWN DOWN BY BLAST 
One German dive-bomber swooped directly 
to the starboard side of the carrier just in 
front of the bridge. The bomb threw a 
column of water completely over the bridge. 
The shattering blast blew me down the 
hatchway to Aviation Intelligence quarters 
one flight below. The sheet of fire burned 
my face. Bomb: splinters flew about my 
head, and [ received a small cut on the top 
of my head. en I lay flat upon my 
stomach on the deck, my hands folded behind 
my head, while more German bombs struck 
the water near the* carrier. The steady, 
heavy thump thump” of the pompoms, 
the fire of the big anti-aircraft guns sounded 
like hellish drums beating out a mighty, 
terrifying symphony. 

I was literally kissing the deck when the 
next German dived head-on for the carrier. 
I thought this one could not possibly miss 
me and the officers in the Intelligence 
Quarters. Still the Germans bombed. 
Between 2 p.m. and 7.30 there were never 
more than a few minutes free of the sound 
of mighty bombs crashing about Illustrious, 
her guns valiantly flinging shells at the dive- 
bombers in the face of a hail of machine- 
gun fire. Just before dusk only small 
columns of smoke poured from the flight 
deck, where shell casings and a carpet of 
bomb splinters formed a macabre display. 


TENTH ATTACK | 
In the engine room, grimy, courageous, 
hardened men kept one turbine, and then 
another, operating. Then they resorted to 
steam pressure, keeping the Illustrious. forg- 
ing steadily eastward to the nearest 
Mediterranean port. When they were near 
that port German torpedo bombers dived 
again. For at least the tenth time in five 
hours 1 flung myself again prone upon the 
deck. On the top bridge dark-eyed, stockily- 
built, daring Rear-Admiral Al St. George 
Lyster watched the Germans dive in. He 
shouted orders to his aides; while shell 
er and machine-gun bullets peppered 
‘about him.

STORAGE PROBLEMS 


One of: the big problems was storage. If

MORE UNEMPLOYED 


The Receiving Officers’ Superintendent had 
requested the Board, said the chairman, not 
to reduce the estimate for home assistance, as 
he anticipated during the year that groups of 
workers would be displaced from various 
causes and that there would be an increase 
in the cost of living, and hence in the scale 
of relief.

Reserved judgment was given in favour of 
John McNaboe, mill owner, Rossduff, Arva, 
County Cavan, in his action against the 
Cavan Board of Health and Public Assist- 
ance, claiming an injunction restraining them 
from diverting water from Lough na Beach, 
Longford, to supply the town of Arva, and 
from diminishing the flow of water to his 
lands and mill at Rossduff. He also claimed 
damages for alleged invasion of his rights 
to the water and interference with the sup- 
ply to his mill. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy granted an in- 
junetion against the Board restraining them 
fiom interfering with the natural flow ot 
water from ugh na Beach to Mr. 
MeNaboe's lands and mill. He awarded 
Mr. McNaboe £50 damages, measured up to 
the date of the judgment in respect of one 
full milling season and two half milling sea- 
sons. He did not think, at present, he said, 
that it was necessary to make any order re- 
straining the Board from using the pipe 
which supplied water to Arva. 

A stay of execution for one month was 
granted, and the Court adjourned considera- 
tion of the question of costs. 

In the course of his judgment, Mr. Jus- 
tice Gavan Duffy said that that case showed 
the danger of placing power in the hands of 
enterprising, but misguided, local corpora- 
tors, when th “do take the trouble to 
know, or else fail to understand, the plain 
language of the statutes under which alone 
they are entitled to override private rights 
in the interests of public health.”

Two cases stated, arising out of appeals by 
the Great Southern Railways Company and 
the Great Northern Railway against valua- 
tions of their property by the Commissioner 
of Valuation, came before the Court. 

The main point arising on the two cases, 
which had been stated by Judge Davitt, at 
the request of the Commissioner of Valuation, 
was whether, the judge was right in law. in 
refusing to allow additional evidence to be 
produced on behalf of the Commissioner after 
certain directions had been given by the 
Supreme Court. , 5 

According to the. cases stated the Circuit 
Judge held, after questions on a case sta 
by him to the Supreme Court had been 
answered, that he must accept the companies 
methods of valuation, which in part made 
deductions from the figure found as the cost 
of replacing chattels to allow for depreciation 
and obsolescence, and also their method of 
estimating the capital value of the tenant's 
chattels. The judge stated that, putting the 
matter broadly, .the cases before him ran on 
the lines that if he accepted the companies 
methods of estimating the capital value of the 
specialised chattels, that was an end of the 
case, and the minimum valuations must come 
into operation.

Reserved judgment was given in the appeal 
in the mortgage suit of the Irish Industrial 
Benefit Building Society, Camden street, 
Dublin, against James O’Brien, Vevay Bar, 
Vevay road, Bray.

Court declaring that the society was entitled 
to sell the Vevay Bar as a licensed premises. 
It had been submitted on behalf of Mr. 
O’Brien that the judgment mortgage did not 
capture the licence of the premises: and for 
the society it had been submitted that there 
was no propert, in the licence apart from 
the ge 

The Court unanimously allowed the appeal. 
with the costs of the appeal | 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, in the course of 
his judgment, said. that the judgment mort- 
gagee was not entitled to sell the premises 
with the benefit of the publican’s licence, 
and that the mortgagor could not be com- 
pelled to endorse the licence. : 
In his opinion the order appealed from 
should te reversed. and a declaration should 
be given that the conditions of sale should 
be settled on the basis that the defendant 
could not be required to hand over the 
licence or endorse it to the purchased. Such 
a result did not mean that the Eas 
could not be sold: the purchaser could apply 
for a new licence 1n respect of the premises, 
which hitherto had been licensed. 
If the result of this appeal depreciates 
the price which can be obtained, the fault 
lies, he said, “in the plaintiffs’ security, 
which does not entitle them to a transfer of 
the licence.’’ 
Mr. Justice Meredith, in his judgment, 
said that a mortgage could not operate to 
assign or transfer a licence attached to the 
Such a licence did not come under 
the description oi lands, tenements and 
hereditaments in Section 30 of the Judgment 
Mortgage Act, 1850.

CORK CORPORATION 
APPEAL DISMISSED

COMPENSATION FOR 


INJURED WORKMAN 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN, MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH, 
MR: JUSTICE GEOGHEGAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The Supreme Court dismissed an appeal 
that was brought on behalf of Cork Corpora- 
tion, from an Order of Cireuit Court Judge 
O’Connor, in favour of John Mulcahy, 
Curranbragher road, Cork, in his application 
for compensation, under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, for injuries received on July 
15th last, when he was working for the 
Corporation. 

It appeared that Mulcahy, who had been 
employed as a road labourer on a relief 
scheme, received a blow of a sledge hammer 
on the left side of the face when he was re- 
surfacing the road at Pope's quay, Cork. 

The Circuit Judge, on the evidence before 
him, made an Order for the payment of com- 
pensation on the basis of the total incapacity 
of Mulcahy from the date of the accident, 
and from that decision the Corporation 
appealed, their main contention being that 
there was no evidence to support a finding 
of partial or total incapacity at any date after 
August 24th last.

For these reasons 
he took a lenient view of the case and would
